I say to you, 
my friends, that if we havo confidence 
in the intelligence of the American peo- 
ple, if we havo confidence in their de- 
sire to do tho best thing for this coun- 
try, then, if tho policies put iuto opera- 
tion fail .to give relief, the .people will 
bo nble to see it, and, having seen it, 
will act accordingly when tho time 
comes for them to act. 


^ow, I want to suggest to those who- 


nre going to continue Iho organization 
of theso silver clubs that they meet at 
stated times, say once a month or at 
sach times us the members of the club 
nmy decide, and that at these meotinga 
they discuss public questions. 


You tell mo that is agitation. I say 


to you, my friends, that when you go 
iuto h nation, where there is no agita- 
tion of public questions among tho poo:

Sow, I would like to sco.allthe silver 


clubs in the United States maintain 
their orgnnizations, havo regular meet- 
ings and discuss those questions, aud I 
would like to see all thaHepnclicau or- 
gnuizitioua keep up and their meetings 
keep up, and then -I would liko to see 
joint debates between our organizations 
and theirs.

About §10,000,000,000 of those goods 
pays for tbo other $10,000,000,000. Not 
much over $500,000,000 gold and silver 
bullion, nt the merchandise price, trav- 
els to and fro between nations in the 
course of the year.

C. E. Harris Tells of Willis's 


Vain Struggles. 


Fall River, Mass.. Dec. 4.—C. E. Harris, 


A-ho hao been confined in Ta-unton jail 
for nearly six months awaiting trial on 
the charge oC pledging collateral prop- 
erty not his own, was released yesterday 
niornlng fcr lack of evidence! He came 
direct to Fall River and told his story 
of several attempts to escape made by 
Herbert AVillls, now awaiting trial on the 
charge o£ murder. 


The first attempt, he said, WLLM made 


scon after Willis was committed to the 
Jail. He wrote a letter to his brother, 
directing Mm to come to Fall River and 
purchase a haeksaw and extra blades, 
together with a loaded revolver, which 
were to be passed Into the J^.l through 
a window on th'i end of a long pole of the 
kind specified in the note. This letter 
was to be taken out by a prisoner named 
John O'Brien, but it Sell into the hands 
oi Deputy Chief Cash. 


One Sun^n.y, about eight weeks ago, 


Willis went to church with the other 
prisoners. L'pon his return he slipped 
a pie«e of soap the size and shape of thd 
lock, and which he had in some way 
painted black, Into the slide of his cell 
door. By this means, when the long 
locking bar wa;> half through, the door 
to Willis' cell would be left partly open, 
tie then planned toattitk the guard with 
a brick^rapped up in a toivel, and with 
the guard's revolver and keys make his 
escape. This plan was unearthed by 
Seth Presby, on engineer ot the jail. 
. Last Sunday Willis secured a large 
nail and dug- a brick from th&wall which 
separated his cell from th1?" next one, 
which was vaeojU, the door of which 
was open. Aldsd by the rirst trick, 
which, he used as a hammer, Willis re- 
moved 16 others, and by Sunday had 
nearly completed an exit into the next 
cell. 


This scheme was discovered eariy Mon- 


day morning-, and Willis .was removed to 
cell -45, where he. Is now confined, with 
the cells on. each side cf him empty and 
their doors locked. 
For this attempt 


Willis was cut down in his rations and 
all reading matter taken away from him. 
IIa.rrls also says that the letter from 
Herbert Willis to his brother, Everett, 
was carried out by a Fall River prisoner, 
who was discharged.

It WHS long believed that tbeuiiimond 


could uot.. bo engrnvod with ealecj or 
sctisfactory results,; but » contemporary 
Bays tbnt a fe\v stoues roughly engraved 
wero foniid iii ludii* 'mid a diamond wus 
inhibited ac tho Pnri's exposition of 1878 
cm which u portrait of tho king of Hoi- 
Inud was scratched. '. Bnt.the \rork.woa 
very iiuporJCorit. Some of the Quest ex- 
amples of engraving.on dianiouda are 
tbo work of [\ Paris jeweler. Ono is a 
certain scarfpiu,' reproseuting a ynt- 
ughan, of which the blnde is u slender 
diamond nud (ho haudlo ia a ruby. An- 
other is a.largo oiroulnr stone on which 
a pr.nsy,'with its foliage, is engraved, 
and in a third onso tho design is n kuii'cj 
rnndo with two diamonds. An elaborate 
piece of work is a bipyolo, of which tbo 
wheels are two cironlar diamonds.' The 
spokes aro represented by lines engraved 
on the diamonds. A small-hole is pierced 
at each angle. Another

eai'ved like a fish. A bundsorua broooh 
is a scarattous surrounded by sapphires 
and brilliants. The most remarkable is 
a ring made of one diamond, tho interi- 
or surface bning polished and the exte- 
rior elaborately ongrnved. Ic issaidtbnt 
there is nothing similar to this in exis- 
tence. Other examples ure brooches rep- 
resenting flies of which the wings aro 
thill, engraved diamouds, two diamonds 
engraved with nrmorial bearings, tho 
imperial arms of Kussiu, boing used iu 
ouo instance on shirt aiid cuff buttons. 
Formerly it was only possible to pro- 
duce the polish on flat surfaces, but M.

•About §10,000,000,000 of those goods 
pays for the other $10,000,000,000. Not 
much over SoOO.OOO.COO ROlcl and silver 
bullion, at tho merchandise price, trav- 
els to and fro between nations iu the 
conrso of tho year.

nud so of all production and exchange, 
and £0 of all money independent: of 
qr.antity and quality. 


Revolutions refuse to travel backward 


—that is, sound progress refuses to do 
that. Oi:ro!d r.ncles imagine thnt ravo- 
luciou means destruction, when it means 
reconstruction, the elimination cf evils, 
Hie establishment of righteousness, faith 
in God-rather than faith in Satan. Tho 
former implies bravery in the moral or- 
der. Tho latter implies cowardice or 
love for injustice. And the money ques- 
tion alono is the refuge of cowards, be- 
eauro it cannot solve a.singlo national 
problem in tho future as it has not ia 
the pnst. Our snpremo court would havo 
co trouble iu declaring unconstitutional 
any kind cf money thnt our plutocracy 
may not see fit to have. And all money 
is b.-.d and dishonest which breeds pin- 
Jtcciacy, monopoly and the like. 


If this nation or cuy other wants to 


be really free, tho plain people must be 
brave. They must not allow themselves 
to bo frightened by the fallacies and 
wrong teachings they are sure to get 
from the powerful on earth. They must 
learn how to plosv deeper in the soil of 
IU9 nation thuu any money question can. 
They fihall be humbugged 
forever,

To accept a hnmiliat 
ing charity in lien of what he has a right 
to and is'his own is repugnant to any 
person possessed of a grain of the spirit 
of manhood. Therefore charity is thank- 
lessly received, and instead of mitigating 
the evil has a tendency to increase it, 
for charity often received lowers self 
respect and frequently kills it entirely. 
Like a loop it oft loses both itself and 
friend, while the recipient of charity; 
liko tho borrower, has his edgo of hus- 
bandry dulled. 


Kor will works provided by charitable 


societies, such as farms for unemployed, 
wood yards, etc., be nny solution of tho 
.problem, for to accept such work is ns 
humiliating and distasteful as tc beg, 
if not more so. 


Tha only method by which poverty 


can be eradicated is to allow inoii freo 
access to the means of making n living 
provided by nature. Then will the vice, 
crime, selfishness and degradation.caus- 
ed by want and unjust social conditions 
follow in its woko. There will then bo 
no need of prison gate forms and houses 
of hope, for when tho convict comes out 
of prison and has an opportunity of 
making an honest living hie love of lib- 
erty will overcome tho temptation to 
again commit crime uulossb013 a crim- 
inal by nature.—H. L. Ledlie in San 
Francisco Examiner.

It represents.the very latest Vcffort to 


protect tho children of .toil, to lay tho 
foundations for- a "bettor citizenship, 
among the poor, and is the first.step in 
tho enforcement of the mercantile es- 
tablishment lav? rocently-ennoted by the 
legislature. 


Tha law provides that young children 


stall not work at all; that no child 
ehall work unless ho has received prop- 
er schooling, and it-also says-that the 
limit of working hours for the young 
shall not exceed UO n week and shall be 
as nearly 'BS'possiblo those of daylight. 
. There are many other provisions of 


."the law. that appeal to those in' sympa- 
thy with the youthful fighters for bread 
and their little brothers nnd sisters. 
They refer to light, ventilation, sanita- 
tion, comfort arid enfflBient. intermission 
for luricheou, all of which are to bo 
looked after by men and women special- 
ly selected for such duty. 


The preliminary details of the law 


are best illustrated by n visit to the old 
trial .room, ifliere.children ore daily ex- 
amizied as to their fitness to engage in 
work for manufacturers and shopkeep- 
ers. ' The law becamo effective SepB. 3D, 
and-from the next morning until a 
we'ek ego the swarm of children present- 
ing themselves for examination was EO 
large as to overtax the very generous 
facilities provided by the health board. 


The examination is so rigid and elab- 


orate that each day many wero turned 
away to await their turn hereafter. 
The rush is now over, yet tbo children 
come insufficient numbers tokeep'Ohief 
Mercantile Inspector Cohen and his aid's 
busy all day long. 


When n World reporter visited the ox- 


anination room yesterday, n very small 
colored boy stood on the.scales, which 
also lias on upright rod, indicating the 
height.

The first requisite is that the candi- 


date shall bo 14 years of age. If ho is 
between 12 nnu" 14/ho'can'work during 
school vacation, bnt in that case no cer- 
tificate is issued until next summer. 


Being 14 years old,, as testified to by 


nn affidavit sworn to by his parents be- 
fore a notary public, he must bo-in good 
physical health and not undersized, and 
ho must bo nrroed w'ith n statement 
from tho' public "schools that ho has been 
a scholar for 203 days of the preceding 
term. 


If tho inspector is satisfied after vari- 


ous questions thnt tha child has had a 
good primary education nnd.is otherwise. 
fit to enter the battle, of life, a certiE- 
cate is filled out. This contains all the 
rocords and necessary observations and 
is also descriptive, giving tho color of 
hair, color of eyes and any distinguish- 
ing facial mark that may be noticeable. 


The certificate cannot well be used by 


a child other than the cnetowhom it is 
issued, the pro-visions to that end being 
thonght wise, in view of tho tricks that 
might be resorted to by unscrupulous 
parents. The sworn affidavit," too, is all- 
other safegnaiU against tho employment 
of children under legal age. Very few 
parents, it is believed, will care to take 
the chancoof facing a charge of perjury. 


Wbon u youugster has received his 


certificate, bo marches into the room of 
Chief Inspector Cohen, who, after a few 
kindly questions, signs it. Than the suc- 
cessful candidate may apply.'for work. 
iii any'placo hot detrimental to health 
or morals. 


Woa to the man or woman who em- 


ploys n child without a certificate or 
who violates any of the provisions of tho 
now law. Tha first offense is panishablo 
by a line of from $20 to §100 or by SO 
days' imprisonment,'; axTd for" a, second 
offense tho punishment ia doubled.—

C. E. Harris Tells of Willis's 


Vain Struggles. 


Pall River, Mass., Dec. 4.—C. E- Harris, 


ivho haa been confined In Taunton jail 
for nearly six months awaiting trial on 
the charge of pledging collateral prop- 
erty not his own, was released yesterday 
morning for lack of evidence. He came 
direct- to Fall Hlver and told his story 
of several attempts to escape inade by 
Herbert Willis, now awaiting trial on the 
charge of murder. 


The flrat attempt, he said, was made 


BOOH after "Willis was committed to the 
jail. He wrote a letter to his brother, 
directing him to come to Fall River and 
purchase a hacksaw and extra blades, 
together with a loaded revolver, -which 
were to be passed into the Jail through 
a window on the end of a long pole of the 
kind specified l:i the note. This letter 
was to be taken out by a prisoner named 
John O'Brien, but It fell Into the hands 
of Deputy Chief Cash. 


O'ne 
Sunday, about eight weeks ago, 


Willis went to church with the other 
prisoners. Upon his return he slipped 
a piece of soap the size and shape of the 
lock, and which he had In some way 
painted black, Into the slide of* his cell 
door. By this means, when the long 
locking bar was half through, the door 
to Willis1 cell would be left partly open. 
He then planned to attick the guard with 
a brick rapped up In a towel, and with 
the guard's revolver and keys make his 
escape. This plan was unearthed by 
Seth Presby, an engineer of the jail. 


Last Sunday "Willis secured a large 


nail and dug a brick from the wall which 
separated his cell from tlrtTnext one, 
which was vaco.nt, the door of which 
•was open- Aided, by the 
nrst 
brick.' 


•which, he used as a hammer, Willis re- 
moved 16 othei-n, and by Eur.day had 
nearly completed, an exit into the next 
cell. 


This scheme was discovered early Mon- 


day morning-, and Willis was removed to 
cell 45, where hs Is now confined, with 
tho cells on, each side of him empty and 
their doors locked. 
For this attempt 


Willis was out down In his rations and 
all reading mo.tti.-r taken away from him. 
Harris also says that the letter from 
Herbert Willis to his brother, Everett, 
was carried out by a Fall Hiver prisoner, 
who was discharged.
